IS GIVEN HER FREEDOM

As GHmer County Grand Jury
Parte to Indict Her for the

Murder of a Child.
GLENVILLE, Nov. 27..Miss Ora

Wilson, a school teacher of Clay
county,-charged with the murder of
her Infant child In' Gilmer county,
was given her freedom Thanksgiving
day, the grand jury having failed to
present an Indictment Miss Wilson
had been Imprisoned in the Glenville
jail about three, months.

It will be remembered that the
body of an Infant, a boy about six
weeks old; was found floating in the
Little-Kanawha river just below the1
Braxton county line, by a deputy
sheriff. At a coroner's inquest it was
determined that the babe came to its
death by drowning and the crime
was traced to "Miss Wilson. She was
seen at Burnsville the day before with
a child, and the day after the finding
of the body she was at her home in
Clay county, and the child was miss¬
ing. She was arrested\and .placed In
the Glenville jail. Before the1 grand
jury no witnesses were found who
had ever sen the mother-and the
child in Gilmer county.
A case that-attracts unusual at¬

tention among attorneys.wlll' be tried'
here during the present term, of
the circuit-court. .It is'that of John
Hooper, charged with Incest Hooper
and ills sister have only recently mov¬
ed to Gilmer county. The child was
born two months after.' the; removal,
the couple having come,;from Lewis
county. The question ia.to -be deter¬
mined by the court Is'thje place of the
commission'of the crime,, hooper
was indicted at''this sitting.of the
grand Jury.
